The application has been amended as follows: Claim 4 has been amended to 
clarify the claim by deleting the phrase "such as sulfonate (-S03M), sulfate (-S04M), 
phosphonate (-P03M) or phosphate (-P04M); M is H+, Na+, NH4+, K+ or Li+", and the 
phrase "preferably R4 is hydroxy or (-P04M)". Applicant reserved the right to file an 
amendment under 312 to add dependent claims to the deleted subject matter. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art as cited teaches aqueous compositions with two stage polymers, but nowhere 
is the claimed combination of specific core copolymer with at least one oxyethylene or 
oxypropylene unit with the pigment and the water either taught or rendered prima facie 
obvious. Applicants' claims are, therefore, both novel and unobvious over the closest 
prior art as cited.
